ed peanut hay so he decided to 
experiment with it. He dug a 
hole in the ground at the edge 
of his wagon shelter and buried 
a bale of this hay about 10 inches 
under the ground, but left the soil 
so the water would fall off the 


shelter and into the soil over the 
hole. He put a syrup bucket of 
phosphate and a single handful of 
potash over the -hay before he 
covered it with the soil. He plant- 
ed a hill of tomatoes at or near 
each end of the bale of hay and 
trained the vine up on the shelter. 
The story goes that the rain 
water from the shelter would keep 
the hay damp at all times and 
the plants did not suffer for water 
during the entire summer, and that 
the family had all the tomatoes 
they could eat from the two vines 
until frost. The vines covered 
the shelter and were doing well 
when the cold killed them. The 
man took off more than a gallon 
of tomatoes the night of the first 
hard cold. He tried the same ex- 
periment with other vegetables 
but it did not work qaxcept with 
tomatoes and beans. It is clatmed 
that the bean vines went on over 
the top of his barn and down on 
the other side. You might try 
this suggested plan.

Proclamation No. 1. 
STATE OF ALABAMA 
A PROCLAMATION 
BY THE 
GOVERNOR 


WHEREAS, the Legislature of 
Alabama at the Regular Session 
of 1935, ordered an election to 
be held by the qualified electors 
of the State of Alabama upon a 
certain proposed amendment to 
the Constitution of Alabama, which 
said amendment is herein set out, 


the Constitution of Alabama, which 
said amendment is herein set out, 
and said Legislature ordered that 
said election be held at the next 
General Election to be held in 
November, 1936; and 

WHEREAS, the First Tuesday 
after the First Monday in Novem- 
ber, 19386, which is the 3rd day of 
November, is the time for holding 
the General Election in 1936; and 

WHERBAS, notice of such elec- 
tion, together with the proposed 
amendment is required by the pro- 
visions of the Act submitting said 
amendment, to be given by a 
proclamation of the Governor to 
be published in each county in 
the State of Alabama, once a 
week for eight successive weeks 
immediately preceding the said 
3rd day of November, 1936; 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, Bibb 
Graves, as Governor of the State 
of Alabama, do hereby give notice, 
direct and proclaim that on Tues- 
day, the 8rd day of November, 
1936, an election shall be held at 
the several polling places in the 
sixty-seven counties within the 
State of Alabama, in the manner 
and form provided by law upon 
the following amendment to the 
Constitution of the State of Ala- 
bama, towit: 

“The Town of Montevallo, 
Alabama, shall have the power 
and right to levy and collect a 
tax of one half of one per cen- 
tum in any one year on proper- 
ty situated therein based on the 
valuation of such property as 
assessed for State taxation for 
the tax year ending on the 30th 
day of September next succeed- 
ing the levy; provided, that for 
the purpose of paying bonds is- 
sued and outstanding at the 
time of the adoption of this 
amendment and the interest 
thereon, and for the purpose 
of paying bonds which may be 
issued after the adoption of this 
amendment and the interest 
thereon, an additional tax of 
one--half of one per centum 


may be levied and collected by 
said municipality, provided, fur- 


ther that a majority of the qual- 
ified electors of said municipali- 
ty voting at an election called 
for that purpose may vote a 
special tax not to exceed one 
half of one per centum in any 
one year for any special pur- 
pose, or purposes for which it 
is levied and collected; provid- 
ed, however, that the total tax 
to be levied shall not exceed 
one and one-half (144) per 
centum in any one year. Pro- 
vided, further, that the adoption 
of this amendment shall in no 
wise affect, limit, modify,

Enrollment in the Blba schools 
was still increasing this week, in 
Spite of ai. acute housing prob- 
lem. Up through Tuesday after- 
noon, a total of 249 had been en- 
rolled in the elementary school and} 
204 in the high school, compared 
with 247 in the elementary school 
and 288 in the high school a week 
previously. In addition to these pu- 
pils, new ones are enrolling every 
day and final enrollment is expect- 
ed to exceed 600 before the first 
month of school is over, 

For fear that some misunder- 
standing may result due to the 
school having to refuse admission 
to a large number of students com- 
ing in from the country, Prof. Jas. 
C, Dixon, principal, has issued a} 
statement, which we are printing 
below, ‘The custom in the past 
has been to enroll as many of 
these rural students as possible, 
and they were invited to come in, 
but this year they have come in 
such large number that the rooms 
have been almost crowded out, and 
the pupils have been asked to re- 
turn to their home schools in the 
cases where they had not gone as 
high as their grades go.

tions of the County Board of Edu- 
cation, a person is supposed to at- 
tend school in his or her district. 
Following that procedure the Elba 
schools cannot take any from out- 
side the district in the first six 
grades. We have but seven grade 
teachers and each room is filled 
to capacity. Even if we had an- 
other teacher we have no place to 
put her. > 

In the high school we have 
agreed with the County Board of 
Education to take those who be- 
long to this section of the coun- 
ty, provided the grades were not 
taught in the particular school to 
which the child belonged. Our 
high’ school is filled, as is the ele- 
mentary school. We appreciate 
the interest that so many have 
shown in their children in wanting 
to get them into a school that 
will last sufficiently long for the 
child to make its grade. You 
have shown by your interest that 
you want schools. They, schools, 
cannot be had for nothing. Real 
estate is bearing all the taxes that 
it can. More money is necessary 
for the schools of this county to 
maintain a normal term. May I 
not suggest that you pass the mat- 
ter to your representatives in the 
Legislature that you want a full 
term school? 

For every dollar that Coffee 
County pays in taxes for schools 
there is returned to the county 
approximately three. In 1933-34 
there was spent for all purposes 
for schools in Coffee County $152,- 
242. That same year the assessed 
value ‘of all property in the coun- 
ty was $6,669,704. If that money 
had been raised from a local prop- 
erty tax your rate of taxation for 
schools only would have been 
$22.825 per thousand dollars. In 
1934-35 there was spent $187,098. 
The assessed value that year was 
$6,647,476. A tax rate to have 
raised the money that was ex- 
pended for schools would have been 
$28.145 per thousand. All districts 
in Coffee County do not levy the 
local three mill tax, thus when 
this is taken into consideration, 
you see that the State returns to 
the county from 2% to 3 times 
as much as the county expends for 
schools. 

If more money is to be had for 
schools it must come from some 
State source. The rural elementary 
schools ran in this county last year 
five and three-fourths months. We 
have been informed that unless 
the Legislature does something no 
more will be available this year 
than was last. That means anoth- 
er short term and a great loss for 
vour boy or your girl. The in- 
terest that you have thus shown 
in wanting your children to attend 
a full term school is a credit to 
you and a big argument in favor 
of the State’s doing more than she 


has done,
